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REMARKS 
AND 

STATEMENT OF THE SUBSTANCE OF THE TELEPHONE CONFERENCE 

As a preliminary matter, Applicant's representative would like to thank Examiner 
Brandon S. Hoffinan for courtesies extended in the telephonic conference conducted on 
December 29, 2005. 

Applicant submits this Statement to comply with the requirements of M.P.E.P. § 
713.04. 

Claims 1 and 3-28 are all the claims presently pending in the application. 

In accordance with the telephone conference, while Applicants believe that all of the 
claims are in condition for immediate allowance, to speed prosecution , claims 1,8-10, 20, 
23, 24, 26, and 27 are amended herewith to define more clearly and particularly the features 
of the present invention, particularly, the "reader" and the "reading", as exemplarily defined 
by the claimed invention.
